Little Things That Count 
The difference between good food 
and food that’s not quite so good 

- often lies in very little things. 
Most of us know the following 
rules, but do not always heed them: 

Always leave the baked cake in 

its pan for a few minutes before 

turning it out. Comes out better 
that way. But always turn bread 
out of the pan immediately. 

Always wait till the cake is cool 
before frosting it. Frost sides 
first, then the top. 

Always remove drop cookies or 
rolled or sliced cookies from the 

- pan immediately. But let bar cook- 
ies) cool in the pan where they’re 
baked. 

Always bake custard by setting 
the baking pan’ (or the individual 
baking cups) in a pan of hot wa- 
ter. Water should be about % inch

When making scalloped potatoes, 
use enough milk so that it comes 
up through top layer of potatoes. 
But no more. After all, you don’t 
want the milk to boil over and 
scorch in the oven. 

Always bake an apple pie thor- 
oughly, until apples are reaqjly tend- 
er and crust nice and brown. Takes 
40 to 50 minutes—sometimes long- 
er. 

Always wait till a cream pie or 
chocolate pie is cool before spread- 

ing on the meringue. If you spread 
it while the pie is hot, you'll have 
fears of moisture all over the pie. 
And Spread that meringue clear to 
the edges; otherwise the meringue 
will shrink and form an island in 
the middle of the pie.

THE HOME SHIFT 


Lo in most war-working house- 
holds is to have some kind of 
Sunday meat that makes lunch box 
sandwiches for Monday and Tues- 
day. Two good bets are Corned Beef 
or Pork, and Boiled Beef Tongue. 
Any of these are good hot or cold; 
all are good values so far as ra- 
tion points are concerned. 


To Cook Corned Beet 


Corned or “pickled” beef or pork 
has been cured in salt brine. Since 
even a small piece takes around 3 
hours to cook, it is sensible to buy 
at least 5 lbs., and have enough 
left over for sandwiches, ha'sh, etc. 

Wash the meat in cold water, 
then put into a big kettle and cover 
with cold water. Add*4 or 5 whole 
black peppers, and. a sliced onion, 
some celery tops, and a handful 
of parsley if convenient. Cover and 
let simmer 2% to 3 hours, or until 
tender. To serve hot, remove from 
water, drain, and slice. If the meat 
is to. be served cold, let -it cool 
in its broth. For a “boiled dinner,” 
serve hot sliced corned beef with
